opened Chevrolet announced a production schedule of 1,250,- 
000 vehicle units. This was an ambitious plan in a field 
where Ford was already beginning to make his presence felt. 
If you will look back to the beginning of 1929 you will recall 
that we were all wondering how far the Ford organization | 
was going to be able to travel in its “comeback.” The pass-| 
ing months demonstrated that the Ford market was still a| 
very real division of the buying public. Ford production | 
gained power month by month until it was eclipsing all 
previous records. 

In spite of the fact that its biggest competitor in the 
lower-priced market was selling more cars than it ever had | 
done before, Chevrolet went steadily ahead, breaking records | 
on its own part and topping the ambitious schedule it had} 
laid out at the beginning of the year, while Ford was still an 
enigma. By the end of 1929 Chevrolet had produced ap-| 
proximately 1,300,000 vehicle units. The Ford production 
and sale do not seem to have affected Chevrolet’s activity |

This situation emphasizes the fact that the automo- 
bile market has certain divisions, which the manufacturer 
who understands them is able to meet and to do his share 
of the business, regardless of competition. Certainly, this 
is a wholesome condition, and manufacturers who know 
their market can go into 1930 with every confidence of 
carrying out sanely conceived production plans.

NTERING upon the year 1930, the automotive industry | 

carries into action a number of definite advantages over 
its position at the beginning of 1929. We shall not here.go 
into all of these, but we would like to consider one of them 
—higher prices. 

Months ago The Automotive Daily News carried an 
editorial, titled ‘“‘Automobile Prices Are Too Low.” We felt 
very deeply that vehicle manufacturers in their attempt to 
give buyers the greatest possible value for the money they 
were spending had over-reached themselves. They were 
very generally giving too much, 

To do this the manufacturers set production schedules | 
based on their maximum sales hopes or _ possibilities. | 
Through greatly increased production they pared down the 
cost of the individual vehicle units and passed the saving on 
to the buying public. 

This was the condition which caused the tremendous | 
rush of production early in 1929, when all previous records | 
were being not only broken but ruined, month after month. 
The inevitable result was an attack of indigestion. Dealers 
screamed in anguish and reached for the paregoric bottle. 
They deadened their pain with long trading, but the pain 
was still there. 

This year manufacturers are not setting prices on the 
basis of the ultimate in production. They are setting them) 
on the production they can normally expect to reach. Com- 
panies very generally have announced moderate increases in| 
prices. The average man probably cannot realize how much | 
a $25 increase can mean in the merchandising of a car. It! 
will mean a great deal to dealers in 1930. It will ease the 
used car situation materially. It will keep trades within| 
reasonable bounds, and in the end, when the car owner once 
more comes to dispose of his car, it will benefit him. 

No honest student of the automotive industry doubts | 
that 1930 is going to be a year of good business. We know 
that production will be lower than in 1929, but it may | 
quite well happen that when the coming year has passed | 
into history we shall find that manufacturers and dealers 
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WuAT'sS WRONG 
in this picture? 


NorTHING much—except a slight degree of improb- 
ability!
